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An epplication was first filed by M. H., Orockett for a
change in his property fronting on Lamar Boulevard north
of West 34th Street and, later, several adjacent property
ownerg filed an application asking that their property be
included in the change, and alse an application from prop-
erty owners south of 34th Street joining in the request _
for a change of their property, thereby enlarging the area
requested to be zoned commercial to inelude all the prop-
erty fronting on the east side of Lemar Bouleverd from
33rd Street to 35th Street, and also including some prop-

- erty fronting on Owen Avenue,

The Board recently recommended the change at the corner of
West 3U4h Street and Lemar Boulevard as an extension of the
present commercial zone on West 3Uth Street since the Board
consldered that West 3’-l-th Street should be the commereial

. street for convenlence of access from the west,.

The present requests for an extension in both directions
along the future Lamsr Boulevard would initiate a string
development along the Boulevard which the Board deems
ghould be discouraged and considers that esccess to eny
business north and south of West 3Uth Street would be
less accessible from West Austin by way of 34th Street,
which 1s the only cross-thoroughfare between P4th and
45th Streets,

Attention is further called to the fact that the propere
ties of M, 0, Speir, Silas G, FPerguson, end M, H,Crockett
on the east side of the Boulevard will have their depth
decreased to approximately 57 feet from front to rear
property lines since a portion of these lots will be
needed for the Boulevard, all of which has been acquired
except that of Mr. Crockett. Since a gsetback of 25 feet
will be required by the Ordinance, approximately 32 feet
would be availeble for the depth of buildings fronting
on the Boulevard,

If this chenge is allowed, prectically all of the business
egtablishments would front on Lemar Boulevard on one side
and. sooner or later all of the opposite side would demand
the same rights, resulting finally in greatly adding to
the traffic congestion on the Boulevard and tending to
destroy the purpose snd function of the Boulevard. The
Board feels that it should be the policy of the City to
free the boulevards from commercial congestion and to
maintain them for their original purposes of providing
uninterrupted communications between distant parts of the
City and the central business district,

Since all of the right-of-way has not yet been acquired for

‘the extension of Lamar Boulevard, it is deemed that any

change of zoning alomg the Boulevard is premature and should
at least awalt the completion of the Boulevard and a careful
study made of the effects of any changes made in the zoning

districts abutting thereon,
